Subsequent to the request for an explanation of the late submission of the above-mentioned, I would 
like to present the reasons for such delay as follows: 

• Due to job relocation in March, 2009, to China where there is communication deficiencies, I was 
unable to receive mails during my stay. 

• In June 2011, when travelled back to the States, I found out that the maintenance fee was 
overdue, hence, I took immediate action to settle the payment (checks # 173 US$2,880 and 
#172 US$2,880 dated 7/27/1 1) duly before I returned to China again in end of July 201 1. 

• In June 2012, when travelled back to report work-in-hand, I noticed a letter from the USPTO. 
dated Nov 21. 2011 & Nov.22,2011 informing that the petition had been dismissed and that an
